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UNFAIR COMPETITION. 
Bureau Files Report with President 
Declaring Law Leaves no Loophole 
for Anti-trust Violators. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
NGTON, June 14.—Resul 
of an extensive study of trust laws and 
unfair competition were submitted to 


President Wilson today in a report 
pre by the old Bureau of Cor- 
porations for its informative value to 
Congress in enacting legislation. Fed- 
eral anti-trust laws, judicial decisions 
and their influence upon forms of bus- 
organization are discussed, as 
are the State laws and those of for- 
eign countries. 

The chief conclusions of the study 
are that the development of anti-trust 
legislation and consequent judicial de- 
cisions have been important factors 
in shaping forms of business organiza- 
tions and that interpretations of the 
Sherman law, especially the more re- 
cent decisions, have demonstrated its 
far-reaching effect. Practically no twi- 
light zone has been left, the report 
says, which cannot be reached by 
State or Federal law. 

“Although the Sherman anti-trust 
law is comprehensive in its scope,” 
says the report, “it is not so clearly 
established that the judicial decisions 
afford a basis for determining with ex- 
actness the lawfulness, or unlawful- 
ness, when taken severally, of many 
particular devices that have been 
used collectively to control the mar- 
ket. Almost every decision -has been 
based on a complex set of facts and 
the use of a number of different de- 
vices to n trade.”

USIC MASTER’S 
HAND STILLED. 


Ricardo Lucchesi, who for more 
than forty years had been a promin- 
ent figure in dramatic and musical 
circles of the Pacific Coast, died yes- 
terday afternoon at the Hospital of 
the Good Samaritan, following an i- 
ness of two weeks. News of his death 


will come as a shock to his host of | 


Friends in this country, as he was in 
the best of health at his last public 
appearance here a month ago. Signor 
Lucchesi had no relatives in this 
country. He was sixty-four years old 
and unmarried. 

The story of the you Italian’s 
coming to America reads like a rom- 
ance of old. Signor Lucchesi was 
born in Bologna, Italy, in 1861. His 

education for a musical career began 
as soon as he was old enough to sit 
ata plano. When seventeen years old 
he entered the University of Bologna, 
the oldest university in Europe. 

Eduardo Lucchesi, elder brother of 
the musician, was IAeutenant-Adjut- 

ant jn the army of King Humbert, 
when ‘the great Italian liberator 
entered Rome. Lieut. Lucchesi was 
the first man of the victorious army to 

: inside the walls of the city, bear- 

the colors of the conquering army. 

When Ricardo Luccheai had 
reached his last year in the University 
of Bologna, he became infatuated 
with a beautiful young ‘girl, daughter 
of one of the professors. He had a 
bitter rival for the affections of the 

ung woman, and a duel resulted. 

oung Lacchesi received a cut on his 
face, a mark of which he bore to his 
grave. His opponent, however, was 
so seriously hurt that young Lucchesi 
decided he had better leave. Even 
then he would have faced it out had 
the young woman shown preference 
for um. But when it appeared she 
prefered to stay in the hospital nurs- 
ing his wounded rival, young Lacchesi 
to come. to the new land of 


America. Later\ the wounded rival 
pecovered and was married to the 
Lucchesi 


heroine of the duel. Signor 
never married. 


The young Italian arrived in San 
Francisco the fall of 1872. He im- 
mediately started a school of music 


slow, he applied for and received bo 
pointment as music critic of the San 
Francisco Wasp, a newspaper of that 
period that ‘amply lived up to its 
name. The yoting Italian, having a 
mind of his oon and fearing no one,

Signor Lacchesi spent his last years 
in this city, having a studio in the 
Majestic Theater Building. He con- 
sidered himself a maestro of music 
and would teach only the more ad- 
vanced pupils. He well known 
and well liked in cal circles cf 
thi« city. 

The body was removed to the 
Bresee mortuary. George Chartier, 
clese friend of the late maestro, living 
in San Francisco, was notified. He 
will come to this city and complete 
funeral arrangements.

Rewards of $5000 each for Schmidt 
and Caplan were offered by the Board 
of Supervisors at the request of the 
District Attorney. William J. Burns 
caught both of them and has asked 
for his $10,000. The demand was re- 
ferred to the County Counsel. 

Schmidt was arrested in New York 
February 13, and Caplan in the North- 
west five days later. 

The County Counsel's office holds 
that the Board of Supervisors has no

Large Tracts in the Santa Barbara 

and Sequola National Forests 

Shortly Available to Settlement. 

Persons in search of a home in 
Uncle Sam's domains will soon have | *4 
an opportunity in the Santa Barbara 
National Forest, President Wilson hav- 
ing signed a proclamation eliminating 
approximately 86,000 acres of land 
from that reservation. 

The act was recommended by the 
Secretary of Agriculture after ex- 
amination of the land by the forest 
service. A large portion eliminated 
by the action of Chief Executive 
has already been acquired by private 
parties, elther before their inclusion 
in the national forest or through the 
forest homestead act. The alienated 
areas, of course, include most of the 
best land. The land which still re- 
mains in government ownership is 
semi-arid, brush-covered land of lit- 
tle value for grazing and agricultural 
purposes, dut of practically now value 


In addition, ho desire 
to go farther away to establish homes, 
the President has eliminated ap- 
proximately 157,320 acres of land from 
the Sequoia National Forest. The ac- 
tion is similar to that taken recently 
on the adjoining Sierra National For- 
est, where a considerable area 
eliminated, and it follows out the gen- 
eral policy of the forest service to 
eliminate as rapidly as ible from 
all national forests such lands as are 
found to chiefly valuable for agri- 
cultural rposes. Information as to 
when and under what regulations the 


lands in question can be secured, may 


obtained at the Local Land Office.
